MICHIGAN MIRROR 


_ The present day craze of econ- 
omic security for the’ individual, 


as typified by the $100. month’. 
pension plan granted, by the Ford 


Motor Company of Dearborn, ap- 
pears to be bringing further econ- 
omic insecurity to employers of 
small business firms. 

“Little business” is watching 
the outcome of the. United. States 
Steel Corporation-CIO tug-of-war 
over who is to pay for pensions 
and insurance. 


Already the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation has signed a contract 


be eligible for noncontributory 
pensions of a minimum of $100 a 
month after 25 years of service. 
This will cost the’ company 12% 
cents an hour per employee. As to 
social insurance, the company and 
employees will pay 2% cents an 
hour each in sharing the cost. — 


What will other Michigan auto- 
mobile firms do? A reporter of the 
New York Times, writing a story 
from Flint states: “It is: generally 


cepted by Ford will have to be 
adopted by other companies.” The 
cost of such retirement income, if 
paid largely by the employer, will 
put new costs upon the automo- 
bile. All costs must be paid by the 
consumer—if at all. 


It is interesting to note that the 
Ford-Bethlehem contracts for pen- 
sions includes federal social secur- 
ity benefits. These are financed 
equally by the employer and em- 
ployee. It the Ford-Bethlehem idea 
becomes a general pattern for “big 
business’, it is easy to see that the 
inevitable effect will be to encour- 


-lage action by Congress to have 


more retirement benefits financed 
by social security and thus, in part, 
by the worker. 


Whereas many industrial lead- 
ers have been traditionally cool to 
the principle of federal social .se- 
curity, as contrasted to privately- 


\financed social security with or 


without. employee contributions, 
there is now a good chance that 
many of these persons will favor 
increased federal. benefits. Such 
action would reduce the gap be- 
tween security benefits and $100 
a month. It would have the indir- 
ect effect of saving money. nor the 
employer. 


If “big business” lines up for 
pensions and social insurance ben- 
efits, what will “little business” do 
about it? ~ 

The Detroit Free. Press “com- 
mented editorially the other day: 
“With new demands, added to 
high wage scales and tremendous 
tax obligations, it will not be sur- 
prising if many small firms either 
are forced out of business, or into 
mergers—a tendency toward big- 


_ {ness against which, the Truman ad- 


ministration screams.” 


What affects shall firms affect 
many, many Americans. 

Last year (1948) about 35 per 
cent of all workers were employed 
by companies having five or less 
employees. Almost two - thirds 
worked for firms of less than 300 
employees. 


The “cumpulsory contribution” 
(the government’s phrase for pay- 


roll tax) would: go from. 1 to 144. 


percent on Jan. 1,:1950; 2 percent 
by 1951; 2% percent. by 1960, and 
finally up to 3% percent by 1970. 
Washington observers agree that 
the Senate is “certain” to act fav- 
orably in 1950 (an election year) 
on upward revision of social se- 
curity benefits, now admittedly 
out of balance with today’ s inflat- 
ed dollar. ; 


The coming squeeze on “little 
business” illustrates. why many 
thoughtful business men are gen- 
uinely concerned over the present 
steady drift toward the welfare 
state. If farmers - are guaranteed 
fair prices for their crops, if 
workers are guaranteed economic 
security from cradle to grave, 
what will be the final outcome? _

FARM LEASES: | 


This is the time of-year when. 
many folks are thinking of farm 
leases, getting ready for next 
spring’s operation. In. brief there | 
are two types of leases. First type 
is called “tenant two-thirds, land- 
lord one-third.’ In this farm lease 
the landlord furnishes only the 
land and the tenant furnishes ev-| 
erything else. The one exception 
is that the landlord is expected to 
provide a third of the crop expens- 
es, such as seed and fertilizer. 
The second type. is called the 
“fifty-fifty.” In the fifty-fifty ar- 
rangement the landlord furnishes 
the farm and one-half of all the rh 
livestock. He also shares equally baked bese shell See “Cal weal - 
with the tenant all expenses ex-| firm. . 
cept labor and. machinery expense 
and repairs. Cost of tractor fuel 
and oil, however, is split half and 
half.
